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~ TRIAL OF WM. S, JEWETT. 


The Lawrence Publisher in Court for Al 
leged Bank Stealings. 


BOSTON, Dec. 6.—Court” in the 
case of William 8, Jewett came 
in. at 215 -yesterday . afternoon. 
after an hour’s recess, and District At- 
torney Jones began his opening for the 
United States. He occupied an hour 
and a half. He spoke of the length m 
the indictment and the necessity for 
this. He defined the powers of an agent 


in Hquidation of banking institutions. 
He declared that the Lake national 
bank was in an exéellent financial con- 
dition in July, 1892, when the defendant 
secured control of the institution. He 
defined the meaning of embezzlement, 
abstraction and misapplication, 

The district attorney set forth in de- 
tails the ldans negotiated by the defend- 
ant as president of the bank. He said 
that the defendant secured $21,500 on 
worthless notes, loans being made on 
shares of the American Publishing 
company, and to friends closely identi- 
fied with the defendant. The latter, so 
the district attorney asserted, paid as 
agent of the bank $20 per share to some 
of the stockholders, and on other shares 
he paid nothing. The assets admitted 
of the payment of $69 per share. The 
shares upon which nothing was paid 
included 125 held by the Arlington na- 
tional.bank of this city, upon which 
the defendant had secured a loan. He 
declared that when the defendant was 
pressed by counsel representing the 
holders of*78 shares, settlement’ was ef 
fected by the payment of $100 per share. 

Mr: Jones said the defendant acquired 
control of the bank and went. there 
with the purpose of applying the money 
to his own purposes. In concludiMg, the 
district attorney reviewed the counts in 
the indictment which were-atlowed~to 
stand, tn prosecuting the case. 

The witnesses called numbered 138. 
All were sworn except J. E. Aldred of 
this city, who was absent. 


BOSTON, Dec. 6—The Jewett case 
was resumed at the U. S. circuit court 
this morning before Judge Brown. 

Henry C. Drowning, of Waltham, one 
of the jurors, was delayed on account 
of an accident and did not reach the 
court room until 10.36 a. m. While wait- 
ing for theabséft “juror Judge--Brown 
and the lawyers in the case held a con- 
sultation in the lobby. : 

The trial was resumed at 10.38 a. m. 

Cc. F. Parker, formerly cashier of the 
Lake national bank of Wolfboro, N. H. 
was on the witness stand all the morn-

Py ing. Considerable time was taken in the 
“4dentification ef the account books of 
“the bank, 

During the examination it was shofn 
that Jewett borrowed on July 8, 1892, 
$5000 on a note without security. So 
far as the witness knew the principal 
has never been paid. After July 8, Jew- 
ett made all outside loans himself. Wit- 
ness and Jewett discussed the matter at 
that time, Mr. Parker wanting an ex- 
planation of Jewett's methods. 

A note of $2500 secured by 25 shares 
in the American Publishing company, 
was discounted by the bank and had 
never been paid, so far as witness knew. 
Another note was dated Sept. 24, 1892, 
and signed by G. A. Jewett. 

Mr. Parker said that at that time he 
had another talk with Jewett about his 

\ transactions. He said he could not ac- 
cept loans made by Jewett without 
knowing the financial standing of those’ 
who got the money. Jewett told him not 
to worry as the persons to whom he 
made loans were all good. 

Parker decided at that time that he 
would resign and hetold Jewett so. 
Jewett then said: 


“Parker you are-a fool. You can make 


$5000 if you stay with me,””” 


Witness said he resigned his position 


on January 17, 1893. 
Court took a recess then till 2 o'clock, 


BOSTON, Dec. 7—In the trial of W. 
8S. Jewett for. embezzlement of funds of

not accept the paper which the, latter 
sent to him, not knowing the parties or 
their financial condition, Mr... Jew- 
ett said all the parties were good, Wit- 
ness said he wovld resign rather than 
discount the notes. 

Jewett then said: ‘‘Parker you're a fool 
If you stay with me you can make 
$5000." Witnegs told. him he would not 
remain longer Jewett asked him to re- 
main until the next annual meeting, 
and witness aid he would. The defend- 
ant did not tell witness how he was to 
make the $5000 by remaining with him. 
Witness said he resigned as cashier in 
January, 1893. os 

The government closed its examina- 
tion in chief of this witness in the af- 
ternoon, and Col. Hopkins began his 
cross examination. 


BOSTON, Dec. T—The trial of the 
Jewett case was resumed in the U.S. 


circuit court today at 10 o’clock. 

Col. Hopkins resumed. his cross ex- 
amination of Former Cashier Parker of 
the Lake National bank. He said that 
Jewett had objected to a loan of $5009 
to J. B. Bassett of Minneapolis, The 
annual expenses of the bank were $1500 
or $1600. He had never seen A. E. But- 
ler nor had any correspondence with 
him, 

He owned ‘some shares in the bank 
and Jewett offered him $90. each for 
them, but finally took them at $100. In 
his-optnion-dewett..purchased the stock 
in order to make himself powerful to- 
wards securing the liqufdation’ of the 
bank. 

The next witness was Daniel L. Bur- 

ley, president of the Lake Nationa! 
bank, who resided in Newburyport. He 
said that he visited the bank once a 
month. He testified that he sold over 
250 shares of the bank stock to Jewett 
for $125 per share. Both Jewett and he 
examined the bank’s assets on July 8, 
1892, 
...Witness testified that on Sept. 8, 1893, 
Jewett sent a check *6f*$9500° payable..ta 
A. E. Butler, treasurer of the Peoples’ 
Five Year Benefit order, which © was 
placed on deposit subject. to Butler's 
check. 

Joseph W. Goodwin, who succeeded 
Cashier Parker, was next called to the 
stand, He said that Jewett suggested 
him for the vacancy. He purchased 10 
shares on Jan. 10, 1893, for which~ he 
gave notes. He was cashier of the 
bank when it went into voluntary 
liquidation. There were four new dl- 
rectors elected at the time he was made 
cashier. They took stock and gave 
notes for it. His note of $1000 had not 
been paid when he was cashier. 

A note of $4000 was discounted, wit- 
ness testified. It bore date of Dec. 22, 
‘92, A note was given by theAmerican 
Publishing company of F. B. Cushman 
with 60 shares of the American Publish- 
ing company as collateral. The note 
was brought by Jewett and discounted 
at his request. So far as witness knew 
no payment was made. There was no 
endorsement of interest. Another note 
dated March 3, ‘93 of the American 
Publishing company endorsed by Jew- 
ett payable at Arlington National bank 
had not been paid so far as_ witness 
knew. Jewett passed tipon the discount- 
ing of a note made by J. E. Aldred. 
There was no record of that that wit- 
ness knew of, On March 18, ‘93, a note

Pour two cups boiling water on one 
cup well washed rice, add one-half tea- 
spoon salt, and cook in a double boiler

“Blanco Laterviewed. 


General Blanco was interviewed by a 
New York Sun reporter the other day: 
After parrying several questions, evi- 
dently discussing with himself the pro- 
priety of freeing his mind, Blanco said: 
“Spain and Spanish will accept any 
treaty entered into with the United 
States without reservation, and will 
abide by all agreements, expressed or 


implied. All protests will be made be- 


fore the treaty is signed. 
“It has been the history of the world 


that the stronger nation coerces tthe |’ 


weaker. So it has. been with Spain. 
We fought, were vanquished, and will 
accept the result, hoping that Provi- 
dence will bring to us benefit out of dis- 
aster. It was an unholy war forced 
upon .us, and history will mark it as a 
disgrace to the 
Nevertheless our people will resume 
friendly relations with the United 
States, and I hope the two nations will 
never again go to war. 

“IT can see many benefits that Spain 
may derive from-defeat. The people of 
Cuba, Porto” Rico andthe Philippines 
are Spanish in blood and sentiment, and 
soon all bitterness toward the mother 
country will wear off. Then commer- 
cial relations will be revived, and, 
under fair commercial rulings, Spain 
will find in her old. colonies a greater 
market than ever before. 

“These colonies were held. by Spain 
as a sacred trust imposed by Provi- 
dence, but they have drawn immense 
treasures of blood and gold from the 
motherland. Thongh controlled by a 
foreign power, thé colonies will ever be 
Spanish in sentiment, and may now re- 
pay the sacrifices of the: past. Our 
young men may do more for their coun- 
try in peaceful pursuits than they have 
with the sword. 

“Spain's prosperity may dawn to- 
morrow. I believe it will. 


“Just a word about the causes of the’ 


war and the mistakes which led to the 
catastrophe, The Americans . have 
made the mistake of judging Spaniards 
and Cubans by their own standards. It 
came to be the popular impression that 
the Cubans were a meek, downtrodden 


raee,-whose.blood was being constantly 


and unnecessarily spilled by the Span- 
jards. Believing this,-the Americans 
refused to hear anything that went to 
prove that they were mistaken. 

“In times of insurrection or war 
many individual wrongs are committed. 
During the last three years crimes 
have been committee, but not nearly so 
many-as has been reported. -More than 
half have had the Spaniards as_ vic- 
tims, rather than as oppressors, But 
that is neither here nor there. 

“Spain exerted sovereignity over Cu- 
ba, and its right todo so was undis- 
puted. An_ insurrection broke 
Everyone knows.that_it was conceived 


in the United States, not, mind you,” 


with any knowledge of your govern- 
ment. Had it not received the support 
in men, money and ammunition and 
guns from the United States it would 
have died inanition. ' Cubans had. no 
means of making guns or ammunition; 
no way of securing money save from 
the United States, Had your laws been 
strictly and impartially enforced, Spain 
and the United States would never 
have thought they had cause to rush 
at each other throat. 

“T have been told your people were 
actuated by a mistaken idea of chiv- 
alry. Perhaps so, Perhaps’ the politi- 
cians caused this trouble, as they have 
many others, but you have partaken of 
the bitter as well as the sweet, I be- 
lieve that if the hands of time ‘were 
turned back eighteen months the Amer- 
icans would have less regard for the 
troubles of Cuga. Seeing with the eyes 


of"experience they, would not have, 


forced Spain into a war. 

“You have taken the Philippines, but 
I believe it is as much against your 
will to take it as it°is against our to 
give it up. Perhaos if.the war was to 
be fought over Dewey would not be 
sent to Manila. 

“Tt was once said that American lives 
were menaced in the streets of Havena. 
IT was reported to be unable to main- 
tain order, Before the war the Amerti- 
cans fled in a panic. But few remained, 
and they ean testify that they were am- 
ply protected’ and that during the 
blockade Havana was as peaceful as 
any city in the United States. 

“History haseyefuted or will refute 
every charge made against us. Person- 


ally I advised against peace when the 


protocol was signed, but I accepted my 
country’s mandate, as every soldier 
should. I believed that as war had been 
forced upon us, we should contest to 
the last ditch. I still believe IT was rieht. 

“With 70,000 loyal Spaniards in Ha- 
vana, and more that would have been 
called in, I could have withstood, I be- 
leive an assault from an army five 
times our size; but that is an idle 
thought and I wish you would strike 
it from your interview. 

“From war to peace is only a short 
step. Cuba wil ever remain dear to me. 
I believe in its future and have no 
doubt that immigration and capital will 
rush to its shores not because of a 
change in the government but because 
the eyes of the world aré turned up 
it now for the first time, and its natural 
resources are known to all men.” 

General Blanco closed the interview 
by assuring me that I was the only 
newspaper man he had talked with, or 
would talk with before reaching Spain, 


appearing in the Herald would be spu- 
rious.

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PHILLIPS ACADEMY TAXES. 


Trustees Have Gained a Partial Victory 
Against the Town of Andover. 


The Trustees of Puillips Academy 
have won a partial victory against the 
town of Andover. The case, which re- 
lates to the taxation of property owned 


by the Phillips Academy corporation, is |° 


of exceptional interest to educational 
institutiuns throughout the state. -May 
1, 1807, the assessors of Andover levied 
an assessment of $10¥2 on nine houses 


owned by the Phillips Academy corpor-. 


ation, seven of the houses being occupied 
by professors of the ipstitution. 

The trustees of the Academy appealed 
for an abatement on the ground that the 
said professors gpaid no rent, but were 
given free use.of the houses in addition 
to their salary. ; 

The case was taken to the Superior 
Court and tried before Justice Kichard- 
son tn the clerk of courts office at Salem, 
Monday forenoon, the decree says: ‘Let 
judgement for petitioner be entered to 
the amount of $700 with interest thereon 
from Nov. 20, 1897. 

It is fouad by the court that of the 
nine houses in question only six houses 
are occupied by professors iu the service 
of the institution, Of the three remain- 
ing houses one is unoccupied, the second 
is the dueling ot a professor emeritus, 
and the third by a party who has given 
the house to the Academy, but with the 
provision that it shall be occupied by the 
donor and his family during his life. 

The case will now go to the full bench. 
Under the law of chapter 186, acts of 
1895, the assessors--6fAndover also as- 
sessed the trustees $192.50 for proportion 
of watering streets, of which $57.15 was 
for the avenue ‘in front of houses above 
mentioned, The trustees have appealed

SOPHRONIA GRAY. 


Mrs. Sophronia Gray, the oldest person 


in Andover, died Tuesday night at ber 
bome on Chestnut Street, just before 
midnight. She was nearly 96 year 
ave and had been remarkably active u 
to ashort time betore ber death. 

A little over a week ago she was strick® 

en with a paralytic shock from the effects 
of which she never 1ecovered. She rallied 
somewhat but ber“gtrength gradualiy 
tailed and atter a time she could take nu 
nourishment. The best of care, could 
not save her and the end of her usetul 
life came at a quarter of twelve ‘Tues- 
day night. She went to her reward wear- 
ing the crown earned by a duty well 
done. ’ 
“Aunt Gray’. as the deceased was 
familiarly known to ber hosts of friends 
in town, was born in Andover on Febru- 
ary 18, i303. She was the youngest child 
ot Enoch and Nancy Abbott, who resided 
on a large farm in the Holt district. 
Her girlhood was spent on the farm and 
she attended the district schovl. She 
lived at home until she was about 40 
years of age, when she married David 
Gray. He died years ago and she leaves 
no cbildren, Her nearest relatives ia 
town are nephews and nieces, 

She was of a very benevolent disposi- 
tion and was active in relief work during 
the Civil war. She had always done 
much charitable work, She attended the 
Old South church until her adwanced 
age prevented her from going around 
much. : ; 

Within a year Mrs. Gray said that she 
considered that she had outlived her use- 
fulness and that she was prepared to go 
to the life beyond. She hada remark- 
ably strong constitution, =.

The Storm Swept Cape. 


There is probably no portion of the 
Atlantic sea coast on which more 
wrecks have occurred than the very 
point on Cape Cod where the steamer 


Portland went ashore on Sunday morn- 


ing. The long, storm-swept shore of the 
cape, which stretches from the main- 


land far into the waters of the Atlantic 
has been, the destruction of many.a_no- 
ble ship, and in the waters which wash 
along the beach hundreds of brave men 
have met death. The disaster to the 
Portland is but another evidence of the 
powers of the wind and wave which 
sweep up and down the long line of 
Cape Cod. 

From Monomoy Point at Chatham on 
the south, to Race Point on the north, 
a stretch of 40 miles, in which the cape 
curves like a bent finger, not a rock 
shows; only the white sands glistening 
in the sunlight of a clear day, with the 
seagulls sweeping above them. But 
when the winds blow the sands are not 
so peaceful, There are no jutting head- 
lands to break the force of the gale. 
Storms which come from any point of 
the compass between northwest and 
southwest send great foam-crested bil- 
lows shoreward to break with a mighty 
roar on the high cliffs at Truro, where 
the bodies of those who perished on the 
Portland were found, or: sweep with 
irresistible force across the sand dunes 
of Provincetown. —- : 

Certainly on the New England coast 
there is no other stretch which has for 
the men who go down to the sea in 
ships as great terrors as this long arm 


of shifting sand with its eddies and 


currents and storms; “So-many~vessels 
have been lost there and so many mar- 
jners have taken their last view of life 
there that it has been called ‘the sail- 
ors’ graveyard.” _ 

Since that bleak December day when 
the Mayflower rounded Race Point and 
dropped anchor in Provincetown harbor 
millions of treasures and thousands of 
lives have been swallowed up in the 
mud-sea which has beaten ships into 
shapeless masses of- wreckage and 
washed the maimed bodies of their 
crews along in the cruel undertow, 
which is one of the most dangerous on 
the Atlantic coast. 

Since 1873 at least 157 vessels have 
been wrecked between Chatham lights 
and Race Point, and almost every dis- 
aster has been attended with loss of 
life.

Roosevelt on the Navy. 


In the December number of the North 
American Review Governor-elect Roose 
velt publishes the first article from his 
pen which has appeared since his elec- 
tion. It is'a strong plea in favor of a 
measure for the reorganization of the 
personnel of thenavy, which is soon 
to be under the consideration of Con- 
gress. Gov. Roosevelt describes — the 
state of friction between the line offi- 
eers and the engineers which he found 
existing soon after he became Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, and the steps 
which were taken to devise some means 
for bringing that unfortunate condition 
of affairs to an end. The measure is the 
result of the consideration given to this 
question by a board containing line and 
engineer officers, and the principle 
adopted by the board as the basis of 
the measure was that both branches 
of the service should be amalgamated, 
so that the American naval officer 
hereafter shall be essentially .a fighting 
engineer. Gov. tRoosevelt points ou 
that though this change may seem rad- 
ical, it is not so. 

“It is proposed,” he says, “simply in 
order that the officer may fit the work; 
berause’ the work itself has radically 
ed since the present organization 
of the navy was devised: The-advent 
ef the stéam engine, with the conse- 
quent gradual growth of machinery on 
board ship, is, of course, the cause of 
the change. Even as late as our civil 
war sailing ships were still employed 
as part of the fighting force of our 
navy, although the active work was 
performed by steamers; but it was ev- 
ident to careful students at the end 
ef that war that the day of sailing 
ships had passed as completely as that 
of the galleys, with which, 2.000 years 
before, the, wars for the mastery:of the 
Mediterranean had been waged. .Since 
that time the importance of machinery 
en board our vesséls had enormously | 
increased, while sails have’entirely dis- | 
appeared; and, with the growth of the 
machinery, the duties of the line officer 
have changed until he has become in 
fact, although not in name, an engi- 
née er,”

Most Americans know Capt. Eulate, 
late of the Vizcaya, only as the Span- 
jard who presided at the trial of the 
Virginius men, and who, when he last 


departed from New York, promised in 
a rather threatening way, to,come back 
again soon, and who ha® been just a 
litttebit-iH-tempered and sullen as a 
prisoner at Annapolis, says the Neéw 
York Times. H deserves some kindly 
regard from us, however, for not only 
is he a man who has suffered a_ great 
misfortune, but he once showed effect- 
ive good will to a representative of the 
United States. It was at La Guayra, 
Venezuela, in 1891, when the city was 
raided by one of Dictator Mendoza’s 
generals, and all the foreign merchants 
and 17 foreign consuls were thrown into 
prison. 

The American consul happened to es- 
cape the net, afid, rowing out to the 
only foreign war ship in the harbor, he 
asked for aid. The ship was the Jorg 
Juan—cestroyed at Nipe not long ago— 
and its commander was Capt. Eulate, 
then a sub-lieutenant. The consul's 
story was heard with sympathy, and 
the guns and men of the Jorg Juan 
were instantly placed under orders, The 
dictator’s general was immediately in- 
formed that the town would be bom- 
barded if the prisoners were not re- 
leased within 20 minutes. They were 
released. The Spanish government was 
indignant at the action of the lieuten- 
ant. He was ordered -back, to Havana, 
deprived of his command and sent to 
Morro castle. A court-martial was or- 
dered and the lieutenant was charged 
with piratical acts at La Guajvra. 

Before a verdict was rendered the 
Spanish government had received the 
thanks of 19 forign governments, rang- 
ing from the gigantic empire of Rus- 
sia to the kingdom of Hawaii. This 
opened the eyes of Spain. She recog-

nized the injustice done to Bulate. He 
was released form custody, received one 
of the highest naval decorations, ana 
was- placed on waiting orders. Within 
a short time he was made a captain in 
the Spanish navy and appointed ¢hier 
of the arsenal in Havana.
